WICKLOW COUNCIL CALLS FOR 
PROTECTION, 

Writing te the Chairman of the Wicklow 
County Council (Mr. D. Frame), im the hope 
of enlisting his and his colleagues’ support, 
the Secretary of the Dublin and Wicklow 
Manure Company states that the factory at 
Wicklow was established many years ago 
with the special object of supplymg the 
farmers of the Counties Wexford and Wick- 
low, and, failing this support, it must 
ultimately share the same fate as the Dublin 
works and disappear altogether. 

The Chairman said that it would be a creat 
shame if this factory was allowed to be wiped 
out by foreign dumping. He had for years 
bought their manures and found them most 
satisfactory. The big factory in Dublin closed 
dawn, and that meant employment lost to 
between 300 and 400 hands. 

Mr. D. H. Haskins advocated a subsidy 
to the Irish manufacturers on their guaran- 
teeing that the prices would not increase 
above the foreigners’ prices. Every year 
50000 tons of manures were imported. 

Mr. J. Everett, T.D., said that the Govern- 
ment, whom he had pressed last April for 
a tariff; had not received the necessary 
support from the farmers of the country to 
justify them in doing so, but he hoped that 
the farmers’ organisations would now support 
this call for protection. 

Mr. J. J. Bourne said that general tariffs 
and protection was a subject that had to be 
contemplated very seriously. 

The Chairman said that, once the Irish 
factories were wiped out, the foreigner, who 
was now only dumping surplus stock on their 
country, would charge highly for it. The 
Irish factories had the machinery to produce 
double the quantity, and they could do that 
without adding to overhead charges, 

On the Chairman's proposition it was de- 
cided to forward a copy of the resolution to 
the Government, with a recommendation to 
enforce protection. 


THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


The contract for the new Grosvenor Hall, 
the headquarters of the Central Mission of 
the Methodist Church in Belfast, has been 
signed, and the werk of pulling down the 
present building has begun. Messrs. 
McLaughlin and Harvey are the contractors. 
The price agreed upon is £46,000, but the 
furnishing and other extras will bring the 
totai cost of the premises up to over £50,000. 
They are being built so that they can be 
easily added to in future years. 

The Rev. J. Grange Bennett, one of the 
connexional evangelists of the British Con- 
ference, has just held a successful ten days’ 
mission in Carlisle road Church, Londonderry. 

The sale of work recently held in the 
schoolroom of the Centenary Church, St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, which was opened 
by Sir William Thompson, M.D., realised 
£180 for Foreign Missions. A similar effort 
in Cork, which was opened by Mrs, Swain, 
of University College, netted £170 for Church 
funds and mussions, being the highest on 
record, and £30 above last year’s total. 

Mr. Lewis Crowe, the circuit steward, and 
Mrs. Crowe recently invited the members of 
the Clontarf and Satton congregations to a 
social evening in the Clontarf Lecture Hall. 
The attendance was the largest anyone re- 
members at a gathering of the kind on the 
circuit, and a delightful evening was spent. 
At intervals -brief addresses were given by 
the Rev. Dr. Carrothers, Mr. Lewis Crowe, 
Mr. T. R. McCullagh and Mr. J. L. Stewart.

Adaptation of Enactments Act pass by the 
Oireachtas is illegal, and that the eatablish- 
ment by the Order of the National Education 
Commissioners to exercise in Saorstat Eireann 


functions formerly exercised by the 
ou pide os of National Education in 


Ireland was illegal, ultra vires and void. 

The defendants denied that a permanent 
scale of salaries was established by the Civil 
Service Arbitration Board award, and did not 
admit that the reduction in the plaintiff's 
salary was ow on or involved the 
validity of the r of 1 i 

In his judgment, Mr. Justice Meredith held 
that the agreement or contract of 1920 as to 
a permanent scale of salaries was binding on 
the Commissioners of National Education, but 
that the salary might be varied as the Com- 
missioners pleased. 

The main question in the case was whether 
the award of the Civil Service Arbitration 
Board with regard to salaries and service con- 
ditions as embodied in the circular of the 
new Commissioners of National Education wes 
a contract enforceable in a cOurt of law, as 
had been contended - béhalí oí the plaintifí 
in support of the appeal. 

Mr. Justice Marnaghes, reading the judg- 
ment, said that in his opinion the declaration 
which should be made in lieu of that made by 
Mr. Justice Meredith---with which he, in sub- 
stance, agreed---was that the decision and 
award of the Civil Service Arbitration Board 
daied the 29th November, 1920, and the scales 
of salaries and conditions of service contained 
therein, the terms of which are embodied in 
the circular issued by ihe Commissioners of 
National Education in Ireland in December, 
1920, has become binding upon the defendants 
other than the Commissioners of National 
Education in Ireland; that the plaintiff was, 
and is, entitled to the salary and emoluments 
fixed in accordance with the scale in the said 
circular until such scale is, or has been, 
validly altered by the National Education 
Commissioners under Rule 108 (c), but with- 
out deciding whether any alteration purport- 
ing to have been made has been validly made ; 
that the Order 10 of 1923 referred to in 
the third paragraph of the plaintiff's prayer 
in the statement of claim is valid, and that 
the establishment of the National Education 
Commissioners thereunder is valid; and that 
the plaintiff is entitled to the costs in the 
Court below and of this appeal.

A BUSINESS IN BALLINASLOE, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, . 
Judgment was delivered in an action In 
which Gerald Conroy, South Frederick street, 
Dublin, claimed £1.800 from Laurence Conroy, 
of Ballinasloe, £900 being for alleged breach 


of contract and £900 for services rendered. | 
ee ero ug whe is a son of defendant, | 


stated that he had been induced by his 
mother, acting on behalf of the defendant, to 
give up his business in Dublin to manage that 
of his father in Ballinasloe on the under- 
standing that he was to get a majority of 
shares in a private company into. which it 
was proposed to transform the business, and 
he alleged that he went down and carried on 
the business from April, 1923, until January, 
1925; but that the proposed arrangement was 
not carried out, and he was dismissed from 
his employment. ‘The ‘business, it appeared, 
consisted of hardware, CPA hn and the 
management of farms in the neighbourhood, 
and this business, the plaintiff alleged, he had 
conducted during the period without receiving 
any salary. The defendant denied the alleged 
agreément and said that any agreement 
between them had been rescinded by the 
plaintiff himself. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving judgment, said 


that Mrs. Conroy, who throughout acted on... 


behalf of her husband, came to the plaintiff, 
and the two interviewed Mr. Telford, 
accountant, Dublin, and Mrs. Conroy sug: 
gested a scheme by which the plaintiff should 
have control of the business, while her 
husband would remain owner. Mr. Telford 
suggested the formation of a private com- 
pany and drew up a memorandum, which 
defendant signed, but the plaintiff added a 
note to the effect that a minimum salary 
should be granted. His lordship could not 
hold that the parties ever agreed to terms. 
After the interview the plaintiff disposed of 
his business and went to Ballinasloe to take 


over management of the business of the | 


father. Messrs. Meredith, solicitors, prepared 
articles of memorandum of the proposed com- 
pany, which were never agreed to by the 
parties. Towards the end of 1925 new articles 
were drawn up and submitted by Messrs. Cox 
and Co. The plaintiff objected that they con- 
tained no provision as to his salary or as to 
the disposal of certain debenture shares. 
Eventually he signed a preliminary agree- 
ment, under protest, but immediately after- 
wards wrote to Messrs. Cox refusing to carry 
out the agreement, The defendant accepted 
this letter as a repudiation of the agreement 
and proceeded no further with it, and the 
plaintiff was dismissed in the following 
January. 

His Lordship was compelled to hold that 
no terms were in fact agreed to between the 
parties, and, therefore, there was no breach 
of contract, and the claim failed on that 
ground; and also failed on the claim as io 
services rendered, because such services were 
rendered, not*on account of any contract 
between the parties, but in anticipation of 
the formation of the een company. The 
plaintiff's claim would, therefore, be dismissed 
with costs. No evidence had been tendered 
by the defendant as to a counterclaim for 
an account by the plaintiff, while he was 
engaged in managing his business, and 
the counterclaim should be dismissed 
with costs for the plaintiff.. His lord. 
ship added that, although it was no 
part of his judgment, he wished to 
say that if he could have given the plaintiff 
something on his claim for services rendered 
he would have done so, because he_certainly 
had given his services for a long period, and 
he hoped that the parties woul agree to 
recognise that, although not entitled in law, 
the plaintiff had a claim for compensation for 
such services, and it would be a pity if a 
hasty letter should interfere with the relations 
existing in the family.

LOSS OF SHIP’S CARGO,

SHIPOWNERS’ APPEAL 
DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE

O SHAUGHNESSY.) 


Judgment was given in favour of the de- 
fendants in the appeal by Messrs. Paul Bros., 
shipowners, of Birkenhead, plaintiffs in an 
action against the New Ross Harbour Com- 
missioners, from a judgment of Mr. Justice 


Meredith in favour of the defendants. 


The action was brought by the plaintiffs to 
recover £1,341 for the loss of a cargo of flour 
and bran, alleged to be due to the negligence 
of the defendants in regard to the berthing of 
the ss. Vanadis, plaintiffs’ steamer, which 


was formerly a steam yacht, and was 


scribed as of peculiar construction. Defend 
ants denied negligence and pleaded that the 
““ Gas House ”’ berth, in which the vessel had 
been put by the captain, after consultation 
with the pilot, had not: been assigned to her 
by the port authorities, and was not repre- 
sented by them as a proper and safe berth 
for the vessel. The defendants also denied 
that the berth was unsafe or dangerous, and 
alleged contributory negligence on the part cf 


the plaintifis. 


In his judgment, Mr. Justice Meredith 
ruled against the plaintiff on all points and 
held that they had failed to substantiate the 
statement that the pilot was employed as a 
deputy harbour master; also that any infor 
mation giten by the pilot was given by him 
simply as pilot, and Section 61 of the special 
from 


Act exempting the Commissioners 
liability applied. 


The Chief Justice said that, in his opinion, 
the Vanadis was not, on the facts, invited bv 
the defendants to enter the “ Gas House 
berth; that the pilot had no authority from 


the defendants to take her there: and 


her master was guilty of a breach of duty in 
not proceeding to the berth assigned by the 
harbour master. He was of opinion, there- 
fore, that the appeal should be dismissed with 
costs. He might add, having regard to the 
date of service of the notice of appeal, that 
the hearing was adjourned from time to time 
on the joint request of both parties. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan and air. Justice 
O’Shanghnessy concurred in the opinion that 


the appeal should be dismissed. 


The appeal accordingly was dismissed with 


costs.

has thought of making Irish “ gems ” fashion- 
able.

Most people are familiar with Irish 
ameihvsts, which, 1 not strikingly valuable, 
are verv attractive and vastly superior to the 
coloured glass or resin “stones ” which com- 
yose the cheap “ necklet.”’ Few people, 
eel know anything about “lrish dia- 
monds,” which are, in reality, delicately 
tinted crystals or spar, and are found in 
certain spots on the southern coasts of 
Ireland. 

As far back as the ninth century pearls 
were found in the River Shannon, and in an 
MS. of that period we read that a celebrated 
Irish ecclesiastic made a present to an English 
bishop of an exquisite pearl taken from that 
river 

Only fifty odd years ago pearls were found 
in rivers in the South of NÁ wos These were 
often gathered by poor people, who, ignorant 
cf their real value, sold them for a few 
shillings to someone who promptly did a deal 
for bis own profit 

The coasts of Kerry abound in several 
varieties of semi-precious stones; at Youghal 
especially beautiful specimena of spar, agates 
and cornelians have been picked up. 

There was a day when Ireland's jewels 
found favour in the sight of her daughters, 
and when they even went over the water 
to grace the persons of queens, but they seem 
to have gone out of fashion to such an extent 
that mention of their very existence will come 
as a surprise to many. 

It is not impossible that here is an industry 
that may one day be worked with profit. 
Doubtless, it will not yield any fabulous 
wealth, but when one remembers that there 
was a day when the trade in “ precious 
stones” between England, Scotland, Wales 
and the Continent was not an inconsiderable 
one. it is within the limits of reason to hope 
that in the near future many of the atrocities 
masquerading under the name of “ orna- 
ments’’ will he swept away, and that Irish- 
women will adorn themselves with the lovely, 
if not costly, gems of their own country.

The farmer might have 
no objection to a system under which we 
all ndcavoured to live ‘by taking in one 
another’s washing. His complaint is that 
no one will take ‘in his washing, though 
he is expected to pay for the washing of 
everyone else. 

Technical, Education.

“THE TURMOIL.” 


In making a film on the basis of Booth 
Tarkington's novel, “ The Turmoil,” the pro- 
ducer had to limit his attention to one 
aspect of a book that has various interests. 
He has stressed what was conventional, and 
has minimised many of the elements that gave 
the novel most of its colour, It is under- 
stood, of course, that a film cannot, as a rule, 
cover quite the same ground as a novel. 

Occasionally a ucer of ius will re- 
cogitise an aspect of a book that gives him 
scope for illustration, assing the verbal 
description contained in the original. More 
often, he has to leave out a g deal of the 
material which the writer has thought essen- 
tial to the literary scheme. 

It is a matter for wonder that the people 
who are concerned with the supply of film 
subjects do not. resort more eften to short 
stories, on which they can enlarge, instead 
of using novels, which they must, as a rule, 
com , 80 disappointing ers, who miss 
in the film things that they had expected to 
see.

tures.

day from London to the Continent and 
back.

The machine has a diminutive appearance 
when in flight, but it is a useful craft 
Its 60 horse-power engines gives it a speed 
of up to 90 miles an hour, and has th 
advantage of being able to run for a lor 
period before needing overhaul.
